WHAT NEXT RHODESIA ? 



With the approach of November 30th, the Rhodesian crisis is abo 
phase We interviewed Mr. A. D. Johnson of this subject in an attempt 
of this matter 



Q: Mr. Johnson, do you think Mr. 
Smith will make up his mind by 
the end of the month concerning 
Mr. Wilson's proposals, realismg 
the fact that Mr. Wilson cannot 
improve on his present terms? 

A: Mr. Smith is playing for time, 
feeling that if he can convince Bri- 
tain that he is interested even in a 
tentative settlement, the November 
deadline will fall away. 

Even if Mr. Smith has made up 
his mind on Britain's proposals, he 
is not letting anyone know about 
it until he absolufely has to (i.e. 
November 30th). 

Q: Is Britain insisting on a rever- 
sion to direct rule or does she 
want a formal reinstatement of Mr. 
Smith? 

A: I would say that Britain is in- 
sisting on a return to direct rule 
inasmuch as her primary condition 
for a settlement is the unimpeded 
progress of the African. However, 
with the substantial white support 
enjoyed by Mr. Smith, it is not in 
Britain's interest to depose him out- 
right. Such an added condition 
would make a settlement unheard 
of to the Europeans in Rhodesia. 
Q: If what Britain wants is an ad- 
vancement of the African electo- 
rate, first to parliamentary posi- 
tion, and then in time, to its right- 
ful controlling power over the 
country, are the Rhodesian extre- 
mists wiiliag to give way on thig 
now or in the near future? If in 
the near future, how long will that 
be? 

A: 1 would rather think that they 
would accept this only when forced 
to the brink - some will never ac- 
cept it. 

Q: Obviously some damage must 
have been done to the country's 
economy, particularly to that of 
the urban white immigrant com- 
munity. Are these people holding 
their peace at the moment or do 
they show any signs of discontent 
against Smith's being unable to 
reach an agreement with Britain? 
A: No, Mr. Smith enjoys almost 
complete support from the white 
electorate who deem some sacri- 
fices now more than worthwhile 
in the long run. 

Q: Last November and April the 
United Nation CouncU's resolution 
without involking Chapter VII or 
Article 41* stated that continu- 
ance of the Rhodesian crisis and 
also, attempts to sustain the Rho- 
desian regime by shipping oil 
through Beira, constituted threats 
to peace. In the light of this, would 
you think that the Rhodesian Re- 
bellion constitutes any threat to 
peace? 

A: As a direct answer. No, but this 
requires some qualification. If 
there's a threat to peace in that 
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area of the world (i.e. South Afri- 
ca), Rhodesia seems to act as a 
catalyst hastening what appears to 
be inevitable racial clash in South 
Africa. 

Q: Would you like to be more 
explicite concerning this inevitable 
racial clash? 

A: In Angola, Mozambique, Rho- 
desia and South Africa the white 
population is a settler population, 
not merely a colonial administra- 
tive body as there exists in other 
former European-held territories. 
These settlers had acquired land 
and other positions which they re- 
fuse to leave. The African reaction 
to this is obvious. True to what I 
believe to be human make-up these 
settlers hardened in their attitude 
with each African advance on their 
domaine. Basically its the haves 
against the have nots - with an 
overall colored bias to boot. Rather 
a familiar theme in the world to- 
day. 



Q: If not, would you consider 
any resort to Article 39 of Chapter 
VII an improper procedure? 

A: Here again its not only a ques- 
tion of settling the Rhodesian pro- 
blem, but one of Southern Africa 
as a whole. This would immediate- 
ly involve the South West African 
question, thus bringing in South 
Africa, not to mention South Afri- 
ca's committed position on Rho- 
desia. ALSO THIS IS GOING TO 
INVOLVE Portugal and her pos- 
sessions (Mo2:ambique and Angola). 
It should also be remembered that 
any such action would not be sup- 
ported by France because of her 
attitude towards her former African 
territories which she holds almost 
to the level of pre-independence 
occupation. 

Q: Assuming that the Article re- 
ferred to is involved and assuming 
that it gets the required support 
from member states, what do you 
think would be the outcome? 



A: Firstly, I feel that South Africa 
woulf withdraw from the United 
Nations and possibly Portugal too. 
To enforce the sanctions would re- 
quire some sort of naval operation 
off the coast of Southern Africa 
to ensure a complete control. The 
consequence of this action would 
hinge on the extent of its effective- 
ness. It's difficult to say what would 
happen. 

Q: May I interrupt to remind you 
of the fact that according to Ar- 
ticle 2 (6)* of the United Nation 
charter, non-member states are re- 
quired to comply with its principles 
"so far as may be necessary" for 
the maintenance of peace. 
A: Yes, I appreciate this, but as 
regards the question of sanctions 
the implementation of this clause 
is an entirely different matter from 
its mere statement. 
Q: Now assuming that the man- 
datory sanctions fail, 
A: Ah! This is what I feel w*^*

probably happen and this brings 
me to commit myself on my feel- 
ings about the long term future of 
Southern Africa. I do not believe 
that there is any immediate solu- 
tion, but I think that the solution 
will eventually come from Africa 
itself, rather than from any speci- 
fic action of the outside world. 
Q: Has the United Nations the 
right to move troops in to Rho- 
desia without the consent of the 
British government? 
A: Not until Britain has forfeited 
her rights to be solely responsible 
for Rhodesia. After such a time, 
the U.N. has the right to do what- 
ever it deems necessary and even 
the complexities and involvement, 
particularly long term involvement, 
will have to be carefully weighed. 
The financial implications of such 
a move alone would be unheard 
of to the U.N. member states. If 
the U.N. should move into Rho- 
desia, it must be prepared to stay 
there for a number of years in the 
interest of stability. And, come to 
think of it, moving into Rhodesia 
is tantamount to moving into Sou- 
thern Africa - an undertaking of 
such enormity from both the phy- 
sical and financial aspects, that it 
is not at the moment practical. 
This is why I stated previously that 
I believe a solution can onh v-r>me 
from Africa itself 

Q: I can see what youTe arj>iag 
at, but hefofe I have one 

or two points to make. Firstly, what 
predictions can you give as to whe- 
ther the sanction could prove more 
physically effective than they are 
at the moment? 

A: I would say that whatever hap- 
pens, it depends entirely on the at- 
titude of Southern Africa and Por- 
tugal, inasmuch as they serve as 
the intermediate exporters and im- 
porters of Rhodesian goods. I do 
not foresee any change in their 
attitude and there will be no change 
until such a time as their conti- 
nued support for Rhodesia becomes 
a grave threat to their sovreign 
rights. 

Q: Lastly, Mr. Smith has been 
described as a man with out definite 
political principals. Is this correct? 

A: Yes, this would be superficial- 
ly correct, for being an astutute 
politician, neither Mr. Smith or his 
party, has ever declared its poli- 
tics. However, the actions of the 
Rhodesian front government since 
their acquisition of power have in- 
dicated a more racial philosophy 
than previously seen in Rhodesia. 
There are members of this party 
who are declared disciple of apar- 
theid.

Education-Again 

At university the student enjoys a degree of freedom that he 
will probably never experience again. This is a period in which 
experimentation with one's abilities and talents is encouraged, 
and the person more or less discovers his interests and limita- 
tions. This is all part of our University education and taken in 
this context, lectures and Food Micro: 442a labs are not, and 
should not, be the beginning and end-it-all of education. If 
professors choose to adhere to the narrow concept of class - 
lab - class - term paper - essay type of education they will be 
producing excellent ignorant brain trusts. Bear in mind that 
the majority of graduates from Macdonald (exclusive of tea- 
chers) will be going into some facet of industry. Admittedly the 
fields studied in class will be of great importance, but the extra 
curricular activities (which in my definition are not so extra 
curricular) also carry considerable weight and are often an 
invaluable asset to the employee-graduate. 

Here at Macdonald College a lot of lip service is paid to the 
staff-student relationship, and the efforts of students to run an 
exciting and interesting campus, but when it boils down to 
brass tacks the extra curricular activities are considered by 
some lecturers to be recreational breaks between absolutely 
absorbingly interesting labs and brilliantly delivered lecture 
gems. 

Granted that to turn out top notch post-graduate candidates 
the blinkers must be strapped on and the carrot of a brilliant 
scientific future must be held enticingly in front of them; but - 
how many post-graduates does Mac turn out per year? Cer- 
tainly less than the number that go back to farms and into the 
business world. 

Apparently there is a dichotomy here and without two com- 
pletely different University orientations the problem is not 
completely soluble, but the degree of flexibility in our present 
system should not be curtailed for an individual who may turn 
out to be a lousy post-graduate candidate anyhow. 
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and beyond the call of duty, so to speak.

- Regardless of the fact that they are 
paid for their jobs and they provide slovenly and uncourteous 
service.

The rea- 
son given for the cuts was that 
J.V. Hockey is a training team for 
the Varsity team and these play- 
ers would not make next years 
Varsity Team. One of the players 
is in 4th year Agriculture while 
the other three were in third year 
Agriculture. It was felt that be- 
cause these players would not make 
not warrant the expenditure of 
money necessary to have them play 
hockey this year. Yet while these 
players were cut two players or 
more in 2nd year Physical Educa- 
tion remained on the team. This 
presents an interesting problem that 
you may be able to answer for the 
answer appears to be too deep for 
us to fathom. How can people in 



2nd year Physical Education be of 
benefit to next years Varsity Hoc- 
key team? 

Present at the practice were the 
Director of Athletics and the As- 
sistant Director. When asked about 
the cuts the coach of the J.V. hoc- 
key team stated that the decision 
was not his. He did not however 
tell us who makes the decisions as 
to who will or will not play on any 
given team. I wonder if someone 
in the Athletic Department has 
some kind of crystal ball that en- 
ables them to look into the future 
and tell what kind of hockey team 
the college will have and who will 
make the team. If someone in the 
Athletic Department does have a 
peer into the future I wish they 
would let us have it. Exams are 
coming up soon and such a device 
would take a lot of work out of 
the coming weeks. 

One of the players who played 
Varsity hockey last year did not 
wish to play Varsity hockey this 
year. We wonder is this the way 
pressure is exerted on a person who 
wants to devote more of his time 
to study than playing sports. This 
he would have been able to do 
playing J.V. Hockey as the J.V.'s 
practice fewer nights a week and 
they play no long road games. We 
think the answer can be found in 
prejudice toward the player. And if 
this is the answer we think that 
anyone capable of such smallness 
is of no benefit to the college. 

In no case was a lack of ability 
given as a reason by the J.V. coach. 
If this was the fact we should hope 
that the person picking the team 
is man enough to tell a player he 
lacks ability, for I am sure the 
players involved are men enough 
to accept such an answer. 



Another question comes to mind. 
Does the Athletic Department play 
favorites to the Physical Education 
Department? If not why were the 
two Physical Education students 
who are in second year playing? It 
appears to us that there is not only 
personal prejudice displayed by the 
Athletic Department in this inci- 
dent but also interfaculty preju- 
dice. With many of the students 
wanting to get better interfaculty 
relations it seems a shame that 
some of the faculty are not aiding 
the situation. 

We also wonder, do the students 
of this college, when they pay their 
money for the Athletic program 
pay to see the best possible team 
this college can produce or do they 
want a second rate team? If they 
pay to see the best possible team 
play, it doesn't matter in which lea- 
gue, I think it is the duty of the 
coaches and the Athletic Depart- 
ment to see that the team that 
plays is the best possible. It is our 
feeling that we see enough losing 
teams. Why then does the Athletic 
Department insist on playing with 
any team that is less than the best 
we are able to produce. 

We are not complaining because 
the cuts were made and to whom 
the cuts were made. Every one at 
college cannot play Varsity or J.V. 
sports. But'we do object to the way 
in which the cuts were made and 
the reasons given. 

We call on the M.A.A. and 
others in the college to clarify this 
situation for us.

Safe Driving Week Nov30-Dec7 



Canada's Prime Minister 
said that death and injury on 
Canada' s streets and highways 
are a major source of tragedy 
for an improvement in our 
national life. He called for an 
improvement in the safety re- 
cord and also a reduction in 
traffic tragedies. 

This year Safe Driving 
Week's emphasis is on de- 
fensive driving; " the ability to 
know how to recognize po- 
tential road dangers, then 
know how to avoid them" 

Safe Driving Week 1966 
starts midnight, Wednesday, 
November 30, and ends at 
midnight Wednesday, Decem- 
ber 7. 

The Canadian Highway Safe- 
ty Council, which, with assis- 
tance from provincial and 
community safety organiza- 
tions, sponsors the week, has 
this to say: 

1. Safe-Driving Week is not 
a campaign to reduce or eli- 
minate death and destruction 
on the highway for one week 
of the year. Nor is it a con- 
test to bring the actual number 
of deaths below the number an- 
ticipated. 

2. Safe-Driving Week is de- 
signed to focus national and 
local public attention on the 
means to reduce highway death 
and suffering throughout the 
year, to beseach the motoring 
and walking public to take ad- 
vantage of the week to prac- 



tice safe driving and walking 
techniques, sincerely and at- 
tentively, so they may become 
more aware of them and use 
them instinctively at all times. 

3. With the participation of 
everyone, the campaign will 
advance the techniques of safe 
driving, instill them in men 
and women so they will know 
them and use them through- 
out the year. 

4. What you learn or dis- 
cover during Safe - Driving 
Week may prevent your death 
or injury in the months to 
come. 

5. Killing and suffering in 
road traffic is never neces- 
sary. Both can be avoided. 

A reduction in Canada' s na- 
tional shameful record of road 
death and injury is only pos- 
sible if the motorist and pedes- 
trian recognize the responsi- 
bility of the individual — him- 
self, not the other guy. 

6. Injury on the road can, 
in a split second, sentence a 
young child to a lifetime in a 
wheelchair or turn a capable, 
intelligent man into a breath- 
ing vegetable. 

Some facts about road ac- 
cidents, compiled by the Ca- 
nadian Highway Safety Coun- 
cil: 

In the average week during 
the last half of 1965, there 
were 114 road deaths in Ca- 
nada. 



The 10-year average death 
toll in traffic for Safe-Driv- 
ing Week is 59, a reduction 
of 55 from the six month aver- 
age. 

During Safe-Driving Week 
1965, 78 road deaths were re- 
corded, 36 fewer than the 
average week of the year's 
last half. 

On the average, every day 
during 1965 there were 14 
road deaths and 408 persons 
injured. 

In the last six months of 
the year, the road fatality 
average increased to 16 each 
day; the injuries to 468 each 
day. 

Thus the total economic loss 
to Canada in 1965, through 
road accidents, would ap- 
proximate $650,000,000. 

This amounts to more than 
$30. a year for every man, 
woman and child in Canada, 
or more than $150 . a year 
for the average family. 

It is estimated that, of Ca- 
nada's 7.500.000 licensed 
motorists, approximately 
1,600.000 are involved in ac- 
cidents or brushes with the 
law each year. This does not 
include minor offences, such 
as parking tickets. 

One traffic death in four is 
a pedestrian. 

More than half the road 
deaths occur between the ages 
of 15 and 44.

1945, refers to *ineasures not in- 
volving the use of armed force" 
which ""may include a complete or 
partial interruption of economic re- 
lations'' and of means of commu- 
nications. 

MANDATORY: Its basic mean- 
ing, according to Article 25, is 
that member states of the U.N. will 
will be under a binding treaty ob- 
ligation to apply economic sanc- 
tions if called on by the Security 
Council. 

Article 2 (6) of the Charter di- 
rects that non-members comply 
with its principle "so far as may 
be necessary'" for the maintenance 
of peace. 

Article 39, Chapter VII: The 
Security Council can determine the 
existence of any threat to peace, 
and '^shall make recommendations 
or decide which measures shall be 
taken" to maintain peace and secu- 
rity.

The Case of the Naked Bird 

The/ re uglyl Aren't they cold? They must be sick! These 
are typical comments from people first seeing the feather- 
less chickens at the Poultry Farm. 

Actually the proper name for these birds is the "Cali- 
fornia Scaleless Line". ''Scaleless" because they lack, in 
addition to feathers, the normal yellow scales usually found 
on chickens' legs. The cause of this disorder is a single 
autosomal recessive gene discovered by Dr. Ursula Abbott 
at the University of California. (As a point of interest Dr. 
Abbott is a native of Canada). The birds at Macdonald were 
obtained from the Central Experimental Farm at Ottawa along 
with another mutant line, the "Ottawa Naked". This auto- 
somal recessive character was discovered at the Ottawa 
Farm by Drs. Johnson and Gowe. The Ottawa Naked isn't 
as bare as the California Scaleless, it looks " half-plucked" 



while the Scaleless birds are ' 
Why should animal scien- 
tists be interested in naked 
chickens you say? We're not 
really interested in naked chi- 
ckens as such. They have no 
economic value even though 
the first impression of most 
people is that the poultry pro- 
cessor would not have to pluck 
them. However, the high body 
heat loss as a result of the 
lack of ijisulation usually pro- 
vided by feathers makes it ne- 
cessary to provide artificial 
heat for these birds for at 
least nine months of the year. 
This of course would be most 
uneconomical for a com- 
mercial poultry producer. 
These birds are also more 
susceptible to Injury since the 
ski n is quite tender when not 
protected by feathers. 

One of the projects which we 
are carrying out in the Animal 
Science Department is a study 
of the effects of various single 
genes on reproduction. We 
have collected many "exotic" 
breeds of chickens such as 
Buttercups, Hamburges, La- 
Fleche. Houdans, Fayoumis 
and Silkies, plus some of the 
"antique* ' breeds such as Ply- 
mouth Rocks, Wyandottes. 
Rhode Island Reds and Brown 
Leghorns. In addition to these 
recognized breeds there are 
some lines which are main- 
tained merely because on one 
or two interesting genes which 
they might prossess. The 
California Scaleless and Ot- 
tawa Naked would fallintothis 
category along with Naked 



all-plucked". 

Necks, Flightless, Woolies 
and Wheatons. Most of these 
lines carry one or more "mu- 
tant" genes. That is. genes 
which cause abnormalties 
when compared to the 
"standard chicken", the Red 
Jungle Fowl. These muta- 
tions may be harmless to the 
bird or they may produce 
some undesirable side effects. 

Chickens which have a gene 
for white feathers generally 
do not grow as rapidly as 
their brothers with the gene 
for colored feathers. Male 
chickens carrying a gene for 
"rose comb" have reduced 
feathers generally do not grow 
as rapidly as their brothers 
with the gene for colored fea- 
thers. Male chickens carry- 
ing a gene for "rose comb** 
have reduced fertility com- 
pared to "normal'' single 
comb birds. Problems as- 
sociated with the naked gene 
have been discussed above. 
Our project is to determine 
whether these"mutant" genes 
may affect the viability of the 
gametes, (i.e., eggs and sperm 
cells). 

Who cares, you say, 
whether the gene for rose 
comb decreases the reproduc- 
tive fitness of males? No 
commercially important 
breeds carry this gene any- 
way. True, but if we can 
demonstrate that genes which 
normally would be expected to 
influence some characteristic 
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of the fully formed bird can 
also be shown to affect the 
function of the gametes then 
perhaps we will be a step 
closer to Improving the 
general reproductive per- 
formance of poultry. 

The problem of improving 
reproductive performance of 
meat-type chickens and of tur- 
keys is an important one. 
Poultry producers need 
strains of chickens that can 
lay large numbers of eggs 
which will have high hatchabi- 
lity. The improvement to be 
expected from removing these 
undesirable single genes 
such as those for white fea- 
ther or rose comb may not 
be very impressive in them- 
selves, but any small genetic 
improvement is a more per- 
manent one than improve- 
ments which may be made 
through nutrition or manage- 
ment. 

Okay, you say. this is all 
very nice, lots of glowing 
goals, but how is it accom- 
plished? How do we deter- 
mine the effect of a single 
gene on reproduction? 

We are working from two 
directions; we are calculating 
the segregation of sperm cells 
from males and the segrega- 
tion of egg cells from females. 

Let's first consider the 
males, the most important sex 
in any society. We produce 
through appropriate mating s 
a hybrid male for a certain 
pair of genes. That is, the 
male carries a mutant gene, 
(i.e., the gene for rose comb) 
and a non-mutant gene (i.e., 
the gene for single comib). I 
won't force the details of these 
mating schemes on you al- 
though they are not very com- 
plicated. The main point to 
grasp is that these hybrid 
males can produce two types 
of sperm cells, one type 
carrying the mutant, and one 
the non-mutant genes. These 
males are artificially mated 
to females carrying no mutant 
genes. Females are inse- 
minated approximately every 
three weeks with a known 
quantity of semen. Eggs are 
collected for the period be- 
tween each insemination and 
incubated. When the chicks 
hatch they are then classified 
as to whether they possess 
the mutant or non-mutant gene 
from the sire. If the mu- 
tant gene has had a dele- 
terious effect on the viability 
of the sperm cells carrying 
it there will result a short- 
age of mutant chicks. 

The influence of certain mu- 
tant genes may be greater as 
the time from the day of in- 
semination increases. The fe- 
male chicken has a special 
area in the genital tract for 
storing sperm cells. Some 
cells may retain their ability 
to fertilize for up to 21 days. 
However, the fertilizing 
ability of cells carrying mu- 
tant genes may be lost more 
rapidly than those carrying 



non-mutant genes. Therefore, 
while the ratio of mutant to 
non-mutant chicks may be 1:1 
for week one post in- 
semination, it might change 
to 3 non-mutants; 1 mutant 
by week three post insemina- 
tion. 

How fascinating, you say. 
and how does it work with 
the female? Females as you 
may know do not produce 
sperm cells. Females pro- 
duce egg cells whose genes are 
already determined when the 
female chick hatches. There- 
fore as the female ages her 
egg cells age. The fertiliz- 
ability of egg cells decreases 
as the female and the eggs 
age. Certain mutant genes 
when present in egg cells 
cause the eggs to lose their 
fertilizability faster than the 
corre sponding non - mutant 
genes. The expression of 
these mutant traits may also 
change as the female ages. 
We then take females carry- 
ing a mutant and a non-mutant 
gene for a particular pair of 
genes, mate these females 
with non- mutant males and de- 
termine the ratio of mutants 
to non-mutants among the pro- 
geny. We not only hatch 
chicks each month during the 
first year of production but 
for the second and third years 
of production or until the bird 
becomes reproductively unfit. 
This phase of the work is be- 
ing done by one of our gra- 
duate students, Mr. Harold 
Patterson. 

To summarize, now, we are 
studying the effects of mutant 
and non-mutant genes in 
serm and egg cells. We study 
the sperm cells over a three- 
week period or while they are 
aging in the female genital 
tract. The egg cells are 
studied over a period of 
months and perhaps years 
while they are aging in the fe- 
male ovary. 

And how does the Naked Chi- 
cken react to all this? Rather 
coolly, actually.

On Saturday we were welcomed by the President of the 
Union Council, Colin Trivers, and by Dr. M.S. McCready.

Federal Loan Plan Draws Reactions 

The Canada Student Loan Program has been both danmed 
and praised by university students across the country since 
its 1964 inauguration. 

Nova Scotia students say they don't like the idea of having 
to prove they really need the loans, and have labelled the 
means test ''objectionable". 

The University of New Brunswick students' council on the 
other hand, says it would like to have loans abolished and 
replaced by free tuition. 

University of Saskatchewan Regina campus students claim 
the loan scheme is unfair to out-of-town students whose 
expenses are higher than those living in the city where the 
institution is located. 

But aside from minor beefs of this nature, a cross-Canada 
survey reveals most provinces with the exception of Ontario, 
are relatively pleased with the program. 

The loan plan permits students to borrow up to $1,000 a year 
to a maximum of $5,000 for their full period in University. 

The federal treasury pays the 5 3/4% interest on the loans, 
made by banks, until the student starts repaying them six 
months after graduation. 

Students on the whole have accepted the plan with only a 
small amount of grumbling, except in Ontario where criticism 
has been broad and the protests organized. 



For last spring the Ontario 
government adopted a formula 
which puts bursaries and fe- 
deral and provincial assis- 
tance into one pot. 

A student applying for a 
loan is assessed on his abili- 
ty - and the ability of his 
parents - to pay. The dif- 
ference between this amount 
and the estimated cost of a

year at university is provid- 
ed by a loan of $150 and an 
additional sum split in a ra- 
tion of 60% loan and 40% bur- 
sary. 

Now that scholarships have 
been lumped in with loans, 
students say they feel rela- 
tively little emphasis is plac- 
ed on academic standing. 

Ontario students have ral- 
lied in protest against the 
controversial provincial stu- 
dent awards program. In late 
September more than 2,000 
students marched on the On- 
tario legislature to draw at- 
tention to their cause. 

A more rowdy group of Ry- 
erson Polytechnlcal Institute 
students followed their U of T 
counterparts to Queen's Park 
one short week later. 

And less than two weeks 
ago students from Ottawa's 
four institutions of Post-se- 
condary education marched on 
the Garden of the Provinces 
to present their complaints 
to the government. 

In Quebec, the situation is 
a little different. Finance mi-

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Student Protest 
Called For Nov.llth 

TORONTO (CUP)-- -The University of Toronto committee 
to end the war in Vietnam has issued a call for a nation- 
wide student protest against the Vietnam conflict. 

Demonstrations, planned at about 11 Canadian universities, 
will be staged Nov. 11 and 12. 

Reports say more than 300 University of Alberta students 
are planning to march Nov. 12 in protest against the mili- 
tary tradition of Remembrance Day. 

*'We respect those who died in the last two wars. It's 
the military tradition of marking it that we're opposed to,'* 
said Colleen Levis, U of A's Vietnam Action Committee 
secretary said. 

But Edmonton's University of Calgary counterparts are not 
planning to participate in the Remembrance Day demonstra- 
tion, said Lynn Smith, a member of the Student Union for 
Peace Action. 

"We don't think it does any good to protest on Remem- 
brance Day." 

She said Calgary University students feel- if some people 
want to commemorate Nov, 11 "it's their business", des- 
pite the feeling the day is. in part, a glorification of war. 

Polish Youth 

Disappoint Officials 

WARSAW (CUPI)~Officials responsible for the political 
orientation of Polish students were chastened by results of 
an inquiry conducted here recently. 

Only 45 per cent of 734 first year students at the Cracow 
Metallurgy and Mining Academy, an advanced technical col- 
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lege, gave correct answers about the political orientation of 
Poland. 

But 80 per cent were informed on the main political parties 
in the United States. 

The Students' answers were about equally divided on Just 
who heads the Polish state — parliament, the Central Com- 
mittee of the United Workers (Communist) Party or the 
party's first secretary Wladyslaw Gomulka. 

In addition, the majority of students chose JohnF. Kennedy 
as their hero. No native Pole appeared among the first five 
heroes. 

The inquiry was not a popularity poll, but part of a deep 
sounding of the state of political and ideological awareness 
of Poland' s future elite.

nister Jean-Jacques Bertrand 
has proposed a new program 
which would be similar in 
some respects to the plan in 
operation in the rest of Ca- 
nada. 

It would provide for a gra- 
duated series of loans from 
banks and caisses populaires 
guaranteed by the government, 
plus scholarships. 

Students in first, second 
and third year would be eligi- 
ble for $700 in loans plus 
$1,100 in scholarships. Those 
in fourth and fifth years could 
get $800 and $1,200. Married 
students might get an extra 
$400. 

Students in pre-university 
level, or those taking profes- 
sional courses, would be eli- 
gible for $500 loans and $ 1 ,000 
scholarships. 

In each case 60 per cent is 
considered a gift, with the re- 
maining 40 per cent to be re- 
paid within 10 years. 

But the French - speaking 
students' union — TUnionGe- 
nerale des Etudiants du Que- 
bec — says it will accept the 
new loan system as a "tem- 
porary measure'* until free 
education is instituted, and 
only on the condition the loan 
ceiling be reduced to $500 and
